ſuffered in your Own, and ſo finiſh up your Summe. 

No ſooner had ye began your Perſecution,and drawn the blood 
of the Innocent, for Which you muſt anſwer unto the Lord, and 
your time is near,but the ether Colonies, v4z. that of Plimmonth 
Patent (chiefly) and Newhave»,for as for Cannefticote the Fourth 
and »Y there was little done, as I ſhall manifeſt, the Gover- 
nor, being ſo tender a man as hath been declared, and what was 
done, I ſhall ſhew in its place) ſoon followed after you, & Plins- 
month Saddle ( as one that was Magiſtrate of that Colony,in a 
Letter \vrote in the ſence of the Sufferings of theſe Pzople in 
that Country, hereafter mentioned, hath expreſt it ) b2ing put 
on the Bay ( or Red) Horſe, ( viz, Bofton.) that Patent rides

ably into another man's Houſe ( as they had done before by VV. 
Newland, when they ſuramoned him to be a Fury man as afore- 
ſaid, but indeed, to have occaſion againſt them, ( as they took 
occaſion againſt hizs ) and to.make them otherwiſe to ſuffer for 
their Coniciences ; But the mas of the Howſe ( viz.

But they tur 
away the Ear, and would nothearken ;: Mary Weatherbead, and 
others : but they were not ſuffered to ſpeak, or, to-diſcharge 
their Conſciences, or to unburthen :thewſe/ves of the Weight 
of.the Ford of the Lord, which-lay upon them ; but were threar- 
ved,and ſent away in the nature of Bamſhment ;. and Mary Wea- 
therhead finiſhed her Workin the Sea, and returned not to the 
place from whence ſhe came. A true Figure of the ſtate of the 
Men of this place,who refuſed the Loving-kindneſs of the Lord, 
and the Tender. Viſitation of his Love by his Meſſengers, 
whom he raiſes early and ſends, whom they thus evil-entreat, 
and abuſe ; and ſo- judge themſelves unworthy of Eternal Life, 
and provoke the Wrath of the Lord to come upon thems to the 
Utrermoſt. -So the Lardis clear of thery Blood, whether they 
will hear or forbear, and they ſhall know that h# Prophets have 
been among they, in the Day wherein the Lord will judge the 
ſecrets of all hearts by the Mar whom: He hath ordained there- 
unto, whereof He hath-giver-Aflurance unto..ll men, in that 
He,hath raiſed him from the Dead ; who is King of kings, - and 
Lord of lords ; who only hath Immortality and Eternal Life ;

the Fiſcal who laid hold of him and ſearched h;w, and took * 
away his Knives and Papers, and Bible, and ſo pinioned bins all 

the Night and the next Day, that he. could hardly help-or re- 
freſh himſelf any wayes ;. and made diligent Enquiry after theſe 
that had emtertarned him, and took into Cuſtody Two Women 
upon occafion thereof ; One of whom had ewo ſmall Children, 

e oxe ſucking at her Breaſt,; and/got a Cart and conveyed the 
Women away in it, and Kebert alio, whom they faltned to the 
hinder part of the Cart, pinioned, and-to'drew him and them 
through the Woods in the Night ſeaſon, whereby hr was much 
tofn and abuſed : And at.the Town called New- Amſterdam 
looſed him, and led hw by the Kope wich which he was faſtned 
to the Cart, to the. Dangeos, into which-be was caſt ( a filthy, 
miry, wuholſom place, and full of Yermin) and the Two Women 
to another place, and there continued them during their plea- 
ſures. 

Their Court coming to ſit, they called him before them, and 
took hs Examination in waiting, and committed hw to the 
Dungeon again, and afterwards had- him forth, and read this 
Sentence to him in their own Language, which the aforeſaid 
Capt. Willet of Plimmonth Patent (who was much the occaſion 
of his Sufferings, by incenfing the .Governor againſt him, and 
thoſe People with Lyes and.Falſhoods, who before was mode- 
xate to thems, 'and Robert was with him,) which was to this Ef- 
fet '=+ dts the General's Pleaſure that you work. two years at the 
+= KAR with a Negro, or pay,or cauſe to be paid Six hundred 
Gilders.— 

To this he attempted to make his Defence in a ſober Reply, 
but he was not ſuffered to ſpeak, . but was had away,. and retur- 
ned to the Dangeen again, and there kept ; 'and_o Engliſh ſuf- 
fered to come to hims for ſeveral dayes. Then they took bins 
out, and pinioned him, and ſet hs Face towards the (onrt- 
Chamber, and took off his Hat, and read ezether Sentence. to 
bimin Datch,-which be underſtood. not ;, but many of that Na- 
tion who heard it, . ſhook their heads; and,when 1t was done, 
caſt bjm into the Dungeon again, 7 ekg/4 60

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Out of which, after certain dayes, they drew him betimes in 


2 Morning, and chained him to a Wheelbarrow, and commanded 


+ him to work —he anlwered, He was never brought #p, nor uſed 
tothat Work— Upon which they cauſed a\Negro to take a 
Pitch'd Rope, nigh fowr Inches about, and to beat. him ; Who 
beat him with it till Roberr fell down. Then they took himu ) 
and cauſed the Negre to beat h:m with the ſaid Rope until be 
fell down the ſecond time : It was judged that he received 
about One hundred blows with the Rope as aforeſaid. Then they 
forced him-up with the Barrow to the Fort before the Governors 
_—_ and complained to him, that they could not make hins 
work ; and continued h;w chained to the Barrow all that day 
till about the Seventh or Eighth hour at night(about the middle 
of which the S»» ſhining very hot, and hx Body being much 
bruiſed, and ſwell'd with the Blows, and kept without Food, be 
was very faint, and ſate upon the Ground, waiting on the 
Lord, who was neat unto h:»s, and refreſhed him, and made 
him whole) and then they looſed him, and put bim in the Dun- 
n until the Morning, and then had h:m forth about the 6th 
our, at Which time they lockt hims to the Barrow, as before, 
and a Sentinel ſet over him, that none might come ſo much as 
to ſpeak with hizs, and there kept till the 7th at night, and 
then had to the Dungeon, and the next day had forth and 
chained in like manner, and then looſed, and had before the 
Governor, Who demanded of him to work, Otherwiſe (he ſaid) 
he ſhould be whipt every day. Robert asked the Governor, What 
Law he had broken ? and called for his Accuſers, that he might 
know his Tranſgreſſion ; and teld him, that if he were called to 
that work of the Lord, he ſhould xot refuſe it — Then he was 
chained to the Barrow again, and threained, that if ke ſpake to 
any one, he ſhould be puniſhed worſe. Yet his Mouth was opened 
to ſuch as came to fo, as he found it of the Lord, Then they 
feetng that they could not keep him filent, put h;ws into the 
Dungeon again, and kept hi cloſe there ſeveral dayes, and 
two mghts, one day and a half of it, without Bread or Water, 

AF er his they took him» ſorth very early in the Morning in- 
fo a private Chamber, and ſtripped hm» tothe waſte, and hung 
him up by the Hands, and tyed a great Log of Wood to hs 
Feer, {o ihat he could not turn hu _ and ſet a ſtrong Ne- 


gro 
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owith Reds to whip him, who laid many ſtripes upon him 

th backwards and forwards, Which cut bs Fleth very much, 
and drew much Blood. 

Then they let h:ms down, and put him into the Dungeon (too 
bad a place for Swine,being a ſtinking hole, full of Vermin) not 
ſuffering any to come to him, or to waſh hx ſtripes. 

Within 7 wo dayes after they had him forth again, and hung 
him up as before, and the Jaylor being very drunk, forced ano- 
ther Negro to lay many more _ upon hizs, who ſeeing no 
End of . oc] Cruelty, but in þ# Life, which they ſought after, 
and being weary and faint ; for it was hard to bear, but the 
Lord was near him, who ſuffered them not to take away his 
Life, which they drove at, and which was very near the taking 
away, He enabling him to bear, to ſee ho far they would go ; 
and being near, that it might not be taken away,gave him free- 
dom to defire ſome time to conſider, and to ſuffer ſome Engliſh 
to come at him ; Which was granted, and an Eng/ih Woman 
came, and wathed his ſtripes ; Who ſeeing him» byought ſo low 
in Body through thoſe cruel Sufferings, was ſo in the ſence 
thereof that ſhe thought he would nor live till the zext morn- 
ing, and ſo.ſhe told her Husband ; which took ſuch Impreſ- 
fion upon him, that he went to the Fiſcal, and proffered him a 
fat Ox to ſuffer hims to be at his hoſe until he was well : But 
the Fiſcal would not, unleſs the whole Fine was paid ; which 
many gladly would have done, but he coeldece ſuffer it, And 
within Three dayes afcer he was thus whipt, was he made whole, 
and as ſtrong as ever, and free to labour, 

This his freedoms to labour was a great Torment to them on 
the other hand, whoſe Aim by their Cruelty,was to get Money; 
and a great Trouble it was to many both Dutch and Exgliſh,thar 
he could not Conſent for the Fine to be paid (for they tendred 
hs Sufferings) but rather would work, that he might not be 
burthenſom to any ; Nor could he eat the Governors Bread, ex- 
cept he wrought ſor it; Notwithſtanding that little beſides was 
brought to him, being not ſuffered ſo to be ; and that which 
be wrought for was ſo courſe,that it troubled tender People that 
he ſhould eat it, being ſuch as they gave their Slaves ; he chu- 
fing rather from a Contented Mind (being Rrong in the Lord, 
whe had made him whole) ſo to dogthan to put any to charge; 
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being «free ſo much as to receive of them to whom he mini- 
fired (theEnglsſh that live there) becauſe he ſaw how the Dutch 
ſought to eninare them ; under whom they are in great Servi- 
tude, who went thither from the Plantations in New-England 
to enjoy ther Conſciences. 

So hi Life grew over them, and the Lord was with hims ; 
And after that be had accompliſhed the meaſure of hi Suffer- 

s for the Seeds ſake there, which the Lord ſuffered rhems to 
Fo upon hizs, to try how far they would go, and to diſap- 
point them in their End; in a very ſhort time he was delivered 
out of Priſon, contrary to the Expectation of his Enemies, 
without paying One Penny, or any One for him. In therr wills 
be _—_ not work, and ſuffered for it; in the Will of the Lord 
be wrought, and was delivered for hi Faithfulneſs to Him : 
The Governors Siſter was inftrumental in h# Liberty, whom hs 
Sufferings took deep upon , and being very ſad, he asked the 
Cauſe, which ſhe told him, and he ſer bin free, Nor was the 
faid Willet without h# ſence,” but it was the Guile which was - 
upon him, becauſe he was the occaſion of his Sufferings by 
Lyes and Wickedneſs to advance his Merchandize the better, 
who was there a FaQtor, and to get in with the Governor, and 
that he was guilty was well known to the People. 

Much more might be ſaid of the Sufferings of theſe Peoplz 
in the D#tch Plantation (who are too much enclining to Cru- 
elty themſelves) through your Encouragement : For the Go- 
vernor was very moderate before, when Robert was With him, 
and his Sifter was the Means 1n which the Lord moved to work 
bþs Liberty, as I bave ſaid : but this Fillet it was of Plimmouth 
Patent (who had his hand ſo deep there in the Sufferings of the 
Innecent as aforeſaid) that made him Wrath, and ſo incenſed 
him, that he grew very fierce and into great Enmity againſt 
them , and made a Law ( through Example of Yow ) That 
thoſe who received any of them into their Houſes, ſhould pay Fifty 
pounds Sterling ; one Third part to the Informer, who ſhould be 
concealed ( the better to Encourage them in their Wickedneſs 
And that if any Veſſel ſhould bring any of them into that Furiſ- 
diftion, it ſhould be forfeited with-the Goods ( a high 7 $/ 
And ſo ſet he was againſt Liberty of Conſcience, that he (al , 
7 bat the Liberty of his 7 Henry's Conſ ciencs #44 in bus 
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Breaſt, friking his hand upon it ; And if bat One were Enter- 

tained, and that but One Night, ut was Fifty pr Sterling (8 

ſore Impoſition, and fwll of Brveley, taught by Tow ) Notwith- 

ſanding there were that entertained them willingly, for which 

ſome were impriſoned, and ſome fred ; as Fobn Tilton,and Joan

11th March, X DE Eleventh Month, 1657, Nine days after which he wrote 

1657. to the Governor and Fiſcal, — That he could not pay the Money 

npon that Account, although he lay in an Irkeſoms Priſon, and 

was of a weak, Conſtitution, and fiekly; and prahibited his 

Wife and Friends from giving them any thing, Notwithſtand- 

ing the Cry of her and her ſmall Children, who could not bear 

his ſore Sufferings. But the Seaſon being fo cold, and bus Wife 

and Friends in iuch fear that he would by reaſon thereof there 

periſh, and they apprehending ſuch a Necethty of hw Prefence 

at home, they came under, and gave bs Perſecutors T wo young 

Oxenanda Horſe, (Which was all he had) for h#s Liberty, who 

Mary Weather- had it thereupon.

tion ( in particular ) of Captain Willet aforeſaid, who were 
not content to bring them under Sufferings, in- New-England, 
ſo as to force them to quit the Land to Enjoy their Conſcience 
and Live with Strangers who came out of England with you to - 
en Joy their Conſcience, but followed them there, and incen-

thing of yours, Gods our Witneſs, it is not fox any thing that 
you have that we come for; for we do not lack any outward 
thing :: for many of us have both Houſes and Land of our own, 
and Silver alſo- in O/4 England, (6 that we ſeek not any thing 
that you have (God is our Witneſs, whom we ſerve in the Spi- 
rit of Truth, who hath conſtrained us to leave all, and co fol- 
low Him.) that it is not the World ( that doth periſh wh the 
handling thereof ) that we ſeek or labour for ; but the Good 
and Eternal Welfare of the ſons of men, for the Seed's ſake 
which is oppreſled -in New-England, and other parts of the 
World; do we labour, and travel, and ſuffer all manner of 
hardſhips ; for Chriſt's ſake are we become fools, and do
